WASHINGTON (.ft-A brief ses­ 
sion today started the Supreme 
Court on its 1944-55 term, expected 
I to produce final orders on ending 
| racial s e g r e g a t i o n in public 
| schools. 
On this opening day of the term, 
hundreds of white pupils demon­ 
strated at two Washington high 
schools in protest against the ad­ 
mission of Negroes. Hundreds of 
others went to their classes in or­ 
derly lashion. The demonstrations, 
the first trouble over the issue in 
the nation’s capital, apparently had 
no connection with the court ses­ 
sion. 
Negro Page Boy 
For the first time in the court’s 
history, a Negro page boy took his 
place behind the high bench to 
serve the justices during their nine- 
month term. Ho is Charles Ver­ 
non Bush, 14-year-old son of an ed­ 
ucational director at Howard Uni­ 
versity 
here. Three 
white page 
boys also work in the court cham ­ 
ber. 
Getting an early start on the de­ 
segregation task, the court in a 
pre-term conference set the week 
of Dec. 6 for hearing new argu­ 
ments and reports intended to help 
it determine how and when to order 
school integration into effect. 
The renewed argum ents 
were 
requested by the court when it de­ 
clared last May 17 that separation 
of white and Negro pupils in public 
schools is unconstitutional. Final 
orders putting that decision into ef­ 
fect could come early in 1955, but 
some lawyers predict they will be 
handed down toward the end of the 
present school term. 
The Topeka, Kan., Board of Ed­ 
ucation, defendants in one of the 
five cases decided last May, has 
informed the court it is ending 
segregation “ as rapidiy as practic­ 
able” and no further order by the 
high court is necessary. The board 
said it planned to have all segrega­ 
tion ended by September 1955 and 
was experiencing “ full public co­ 
operation and acceptance.” 
Segregation in the District of Co­ 
lumbia is being ended r a p i d l y 
while in Delaware a deseg reg atio n 
program has run into some intense 
opposition. 
Virginia and South Carolina, the 
other states directly involved in the 
May decision, apparently continue 
their official stand against Integra 
tion. 
Besides these five, North Caro­ 
lina, Arkansas, Texas, Florida, Ma 
ryland, Tennessee and Oklahoma 
asked permission to take part in 
th*’ December sessions. 
Today’s court session, long pre 
cedent is devoted to opening form­ 
alities. The law business of t h e 
court gets under way in full Oct 
II when the justices announce whe­ 
ther they have granted or denied 
hearings on some 400 new appeals 
filed during the summer recess. 
Also on Oct. 11. the court begins 
hearing argum ents in cases it pre­ 
viously agreed to rule on.

William Henry Starr, speaking 
for the pair, told correspondents 
they defected because they “disa­ 
greed with the ruling clique in the 
United States” and its policy. 
"If we had dared to say this in 
West Berlin, we would have been 
arrested and brought back to the 
United States to face trial there," 
he said. “We love America and the 
American people and w ill not re­ 
turn as long as America is gov­ 
erned by this clique.” 
He spoke in English and his re­ 
marks were translated into Ger­ 
man by a woman interpreter. 
Starr said the brothers had been 
working in the electrical equip­ 
ment field, had been in Europe 
about two years and had spent the 
last year in West Berlin. 
East German government press 
chief Fritz Beyling cut short ques­ 
tions from newsmen, claiming the 
press conference had been called 
for other matters.

American officials could furnish 
little information about the past 
history of the Starrs or their acti­ 
vities since they arrived in Ger­

At the time of their reported

and said they had asked political 
asylum in East G erm any. 
The men

Starr,

both form erly of W estville, N. J. 
They had been living in G er­ 
many m ore than a year and a half. 
First Indication 
The brothers w ere presented at 
a specially-called press conference 
in East Berlin w hich provided the 
first indication of their w here­ 
abouts since West B erliners re ­ 
ported they saw the East G erm an 
highway patrol arrest them Sept. 
7 on the autobahn. 
W illiam Henry S tarr, speaking 
for the pair, told correspondents 
they defected because they “disa­ 
greed w ith the ruling clique in the 
United States” and its policy. 
“If we had dared to say this in 
West Berlin, we would have been 
arrested and brought back to the 
United States to face trial there," 
he said. “ We love A m erica and the 
Am erican people and w ill not re ­ 
turn as long as Am erica is gov­ 
erned by this clique." 
He spoke in English and his re ­ 
m arks w ere translated into G er­ 
m an by a woman interpreter. 
S tarr said the brothers had been 
w orking in the electrical equip­ 
m ent field, had been in E urope 
about two years and had spent the 
last year in West Berlin. 
East G erm an governm ent press 
chief Fritz Beyling cut short ques­ 
tions from newsm en, claim ing the 
press conference had been called 
for other m atters. Beyling earlier 
had blasted the London nine-pow ­ 
er conference aud alleged A m eri­ 
can espionage activities in East 
Germ any. 
Am erican officials could furnish
